prior  to  the  date  of  any  of  the  documents  v/hich  are 
now  be'ng  referred  to.

"This  natter  concerns  the  sacrifice  of  the 
admir.’ stratlon  of  the  rrisoners  of  war  for  strategic 
reasons  and  contains  no  matr,r'al  r  refutation  against 
the  enemy  rrotest. 

"It^m  following  * C •  has  no  relation  to  us. 

"Branch  Cann  No.  3  was  orened  in  Burma 
September,  19*2  to  intern  °,535  rrisoners  of  v/ar 
transferred  from  Java.  Branch  Camp  To.  5  was  orened 
ir.  January,  194?  to  Intern  l,°4f  nrisoners  of  ’.var. 

Those  camps  are  under  th<~  command  of  the  Fifth  Railway 
Regiment  and  th«  rrisoners  of  war  v’ere  engared  in 
constructing  a  railway  between  Burma  and  Siam.  At 
that  time,  provisions  and  rations  wore  scarce,  gar¬ 
ters  and  establishments  were  noor  and  medical  facil¬ 
ities  were  inadequate.  Fo^eover,  ''or  strategic 
reasons,  it  ’"as  r.ecessarv  to  eomnlrte  the  railway  by 
August,  194-3,  and  the  vor^  v;as  rushed  forward  at  a 
terrific  race,  -i th  the  result  that  many  prisoners 
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cf  war  became  ill  and  many  11  "d,  -s  p^r  attached 
sheet. 

"Following  the  opening  of  the  ra^l^ay  to 
traffic  ir.  October,  194^,  all  prisoners  of  war  in 
Hurra  were  concentrated  in  Kanchana,  Burl,  Nonbodog 
(phonetic)  and  Terrmcam,  except  a  few  who  were  to 
assist  the  Railway  Unit.  Doth  the  ouarter  facilities 
and  provisions  have  beer,  improved  at  present  and  both 
the  number  of  patients  and  deaths  have  decreased 
considerably. " 

And  then  follow  two  attached  tables  of 
figures.  The  first  is  described  as  "Prisoner  cf 
’"ar  Patients  during  the  period  between  January,  1943 
and  July,  1944.  (Investigated  by  Siam  Prisoner  cf 
War  Camn.)"  It  purports  to  give  for  each  month  the 
total  number  of  prisoners  of  var  employed,  the  number 
of  patients  in  flam  and  their  ratio  to  the  total 
number  employed,  the  number  of  patients  in  Burma  and 
their  ratio  to  the  total  number  employed,  and  then 
in  total  the  number  of  patients  and  their  ratio  to  the 
total  number  employed.  I  will  only  call  attention  to 
the  first  and  last  columns,  the  percentage  of  the 
total  number  employed,  who  on  their  own  showing  were 
patients  or  sich,  in  1943,  varied  from  63.2$  to  7°. 4$.

The  column  for 
the  ratio  in  Siam  is  the  ratio  of  the  rick  persons  in 
Siam  to  the  total  number  stated  to  be  employed  not 
only  in  Siam  but  In  Burma  as  well.  In  the  same  way, 
the  ratio  fiver,  for  Burma  is  the  ratio  of  the  sick  in 
Burma  to  the  vhcle  number  employed.  It  is  natural, 
therefore,  that  the-  final  figure  in  the  last  column 
should  be  arrived  at  by  addinp  the  two  ratios  together. 
It  will  be  important  to  note  that  the  worst  month  of 
all  was  the  month  of  October,  194?*

COUYNS  CARR:  No v;  would  thr  Tribunal 
Kir.dly  t  :rn  back  to  rape  7  of  this  document,  which  is 
thr  last  in  order  of  dates  and  which  is  the  roDly  of 
fhe  Chief  of  Staff  of  the  Southern  Army  to  the  same 
demand  for  information  as  the  last  one.  (Reading):

SAN  3  Secret  No.  "*36  concerning  British  prisoners 
of  wer  In  Burma  (district?  allotted  for  the  con¬ 
struction  of  railway  connecting  Siam  with  Burma.) 

"1.  The  number  of  patients  and  deceased 
prisoners  of  war  who  were  npaged  in  the  construction 
of  the  railway  connecting  Siam  and  Burma  arc  as  in 
Tables  I  and  II.  The  prisoners  of  war  include  both 
British  and  Dutch  and  thrre  is  no  way  to  investigate 
the  British  prisonous  of  v/ar  separately.  For  stra¬ 
tegic  reasons  the  completion  of  this  railway  was 
most  urgent.  Since  the  proposed  site  of  the  railway 
line  was  a  virgin  Jungle,  shelter,  food  previsions 
and  medical  supplies  were  far  from  adequate  and  much 
different  from  normal  conditions  for  prisoners  of 
war. 

"During  the  rainy  season  of  19^3,  transportation 
was  frequently  interrupted  and  both  Japanese  soldiers 
and  or'soners  of  war  were  obliged  to  rut  ud  with  much 
hardship.  The  Japanese  army  Medical  Corps  tried  in 
vain  to  stem  the  violent  outbreak  of  malaria  and  sick¬ 
nesses  of  digestive  organs.  However,  with  the  opening 
of  the  said  railway  in  October,  1943,  both  the  number 
of  patients  and  deaths  diminished  with  the  completion 
of  provisions  and  faculties. 


"2.  I  know  nothing  about  the  insulting  of 
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British  prisoners  of  war  In  J.'.oulmein  since  I'oulmcin 
is  out  of  the  work  area." 

BY  I.R,  CQMYNS  CARR:  (Continued) 

r  Colonel  ’VI Id,  what  do  you  say  about  the 
efforts  there  alleged  of  the  Japanese  Army  Medical 
Corps  to  stem  the  violent  outbreak? 

A  I  saw  no  sign®  of  them. 

Q  And  v-hat  do  you  sav  about  the  suggestion  that 
both  Japanese  soldiers  and  nrisoners  of  war  were  obliged 
to  ru*-  up  with  much  hardship? 

A  That  is  true  in  the  sense  that  being  in  the 
Siamese  .lunple  ir.  the  nonsoon  is  not  oloasant  for 
anyone.  In  fact,  there  are  many  hardships,  but  these 
hardships  were  not  equally  shared  because  the  Japanese 
had  many  facilities  for  overcoming  them.

MR.  COI.TYNS  CARR:  This  ms  a  document  pre- 
onred  by  the  Japanese  "Aar  Ministry  immediately  after 
the  surrender  of  Japan  and  forwarded  by  them  on  the 
19  December  1?45  to  the  Supreme  Commander,  but  pretared 
of  their  own  motion  and  not  on  demand.  I  need  not 
road  the  whole  of  it  today  at  all  events  and  there 
can  be  no  controversy  about  the  translation  because 
the  Japanese  and  English  versions  were  supplied  to¬ 
gether  by  the  Japanese  "Aar  Ministry.  There  are, 
however ,  in  the  English  version,  as  supplied  by  them, 
one  or  two  mistakes  in  date  which  I  will  correct. 

There  ar<-  references  in  it  to  orders  by  Imperial 
General  Headquarters  and  I  should  like  to  state  now 
that  it  ’will  be  the  nrosecution' s  case  that  the 
following  accused  w  re  members  of  that  body  at  the

Conditions 
under  which  ell  these' men  lived  and  worked  v/cre  in¬ 
human*,  such  accommodation  as  was  rrc^ided  gave  little 
or  r.o  protection  against  tropical  rains  or  blazing 
sun.  "orn  out  cloth’ np  was  rot  replaced  and  soon 


many  lacked  clothirc, 


boots  end  head  covering.  The 
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only  food  provided  was  c  onnikin  rf  rice  and  a  small 
qurntity  of  v’atery  stew  three  times  a  day  but  work  had 
to  ro  on  ’without  respite  whi  tever  cost  in  human  suf¬ 
fering  or  life.  The  inevitable  result  was  a  dreadful 
dert'-  rate,  the  lowest  estimate  being  20  oer  cent. 
These  conditions  continued  until  the  railway  was 
finished  about  October,  1°*3,  rhen  those  not  needed 
for  maintenance  work  were  moved  to  earns  in  Thailand 
rnd  Istor  to  Sinoanore  en  rm>te  to  Japan."
